Daylight Time

They will catch up the 
lost hour next’ October, 
however, when the clocks 
will be set back an hour, 
also on the last Sunday of

Council Battle 
Over Comptroller 
Postponed a Week 

The Granite City council’s 
battle over the office of comp¬ 
troller was stalled with a de¬ 
ferral motion Monday night. 

Abolishment of the office as 
an economy move was initially 
proposed at the April 7 council 
session' when immediate action 
was called for but was not ap¬ 
proved by the council. The ordi¬ 
nance will be resubmitted next 
Monday, and a veto is expected. 

Fifth Ward Alderman Nonn, 
who initiated the move to elim¬ 
inate the $10,170-a-year office 
urged adoption Monday night of 
the ordinance which would 
transfer the comptroller’s duties 
to'the city clerk. 

He was the only person to 
speak on the issue before the 
deferral action was motioned by 
Fry and Rutledge. 

Nonn stressed that for two 
years there has been conflict 
between the offices of the comp¬ 
troller and city treasurer. He 
added that previous comptrol¬ 
lers had much smaller staffs 
and had no problems. 

“I haven’t heard or seen any 
mention of the $3500 mayor’s 
expense, and there was an over¬ 
payment of $1400 to a developer 
for reimbursement of sanitary 
sewer costs in a new subdivi¬ 
sion. 

He continued that the present 
comptroller, Robert Stevens, “is 
not a certified public account¬ 
ant, and the late John Dooher 
wasn’t a CPA either.’’ 

While the deferral action 
halted debate, it was later in 
the meeting—aftr Nonn had de¬ 
parted for- work about 10:10 
p.m.—that Alderman Rutledge 
pointed out the council had au¬ 
thorized a $3600 annual expense 
allowance for the mayor. 

He also said Comptroller Stev¬ 
ens, City Treasurer Rich and 
the council Finance committee 
experienced considerable diffi¬ 
culty in reimbursement of sani¬ 
tary sewer construction costs to 
developers in the Nameoki area 
as there was no complete set of 
records. Rutledge, who headed 
the Finance committee at that 
time, said the late Comptroller 
John Dooher had a system of 
notes tucked in the sewer books 
as the only guide. 

“It was finally straightened 
out by halting all payments and 
letting the developers submit 
bills, giving construction costs. 

Basarich, who is Nonn’s com¬ 
panion Fifth Ward alderman, 
pointed out it was unfair to con¬ 
tinue the discussion since Nonn 
was not present. His recommen¬ 
dation to halt any further dis¬ 
cussion until next week was up¬ 
held by the council.

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Ottwein Favors 
Lower Property, 
Sales Taxlevels 

Dr. Merrill Ottwein, candi¬ 
date for the state senate April 
29, said in a campaign state¬ 
ment today that "many people 
no doubt feel that for a Repub¬ 
lican candidate to avoid any 
mention of taxes, especially the 
proposed state income tax, 
would be a safe political play. 

“But I don’t want to avoid 
an issue Just because it. is un¬ 
popular,” he said in calling for 
elimination of other taxes if an 
income tax is adopted. 

"The moral obligation of any 
candidate is not only to do his 
homework to the best of his 
ability but to face a problem 
squarely and see to it that his 
true feelings are known. In the 
past, we have seen too many 
times that a problem not faced 
becomes too soon a tragic prob¬ 
lem unsolved. This would be a 
dangerous habit and a dishonest 
habit. 

“The proposed state income 
tax seems destined to become 
law. There is no question that 
the state is badly in need of 
funds. If we indeed want the 
services we say we do, then 
the state simply needs more 
revenue. 

Avoid Gouging Public 

“I believe, however, that if 
our tax structure nationally 
were given a searching re-ex¬ 
amination, we would find that, 
with the simple addition of a 
state income tax, the people 
really ‘gouged’ would still be 
those who have shouldered the 
real tax load for decades . . . 
the middle-class wage earner. 

“In the final analysis, it 
seems to me that if the income 
tax were imposed, property and 
sales taxes must come down. 

"I cannot envision myself 
supporting an income tax bill 
without a concurrent lowering 
of local taxes in areas where 
they have become burdensome 
. . . special areas of property 
and sales taxes. 

“I like the idea of a home¬ 
stead exemption. Retired people 
on fixed incomes with no other 
hedge against inflation have 
difficulty in meeting their real 
estate tax obligations now. 
Personal Tax Inefficient 
"Personal property taxes 
have always been disgusting in 
some ways; they are very in¬ 
efficient in the percentage of 
collection, and they make many 
people liars as they rebel when 
asked to count cattle or house¬ 
hold belongings. Automobiles 
are the major source of tax 
revenue, and if this segment 
proves to be a revenue neces¬ 
sity, a mechanism for collection 
already exists in another form 
—state licensing. Personal 
property taxes for industry are 
another subject, however. 

"We must make more equi¬ 
table our tax burden. Too much 
is now resting on those who 
have to scrape deep to come 
up with their unfair share.

Security Assignments To Re “ i,e Honors 
Available In Army 

Choice assignments with the 
U. S. Army Security Agency 
are now available for men who 
qualify, it was announced by 
Sgt. Morris L. Cook, local 
Army recruiter. 

Eligible applicants may train 
in electronics, radio code, com¬ 
munications security, languages 
and other occupations. 

Sgt. Cook said that in the 
electronic field a man is 
schooled in testing and per¬ 
forming repairs and mainte¬ 
nance on all types of electron¬ 
ic equipment. He receives in¬ 
struction in electric funda¬ 
mentals, circuitry and then 
moves on to advanced work in 
electronics. 

He further said that training 
in radio code teaches men to 
become skilled in radio commu¬ 
nications, while communications 
security trains them in solving 
crytograms—using symbols and 
ciphers, plotting direction find¬ 
er bearings and performing 
basic traffic analysis. 

He pointed out that a young 
man may even acquire the 
ability to translate, speak and 
write a foreign language and 
develop that skill to the point 
where he compares favorably 
with a native in the country he 
is assigned. Among the lan¬ 
guages taught are Chinese, 

German, Italian, Japanese, Ko- 
j rean, Polish, Russian and 
Turkish.

State Moving to Bolster The Public’s 
Right Not To Become Victims Of Crime 

The best wishes of nearly all Illinoisans 
are being extended to the new 29-member Law 
Enforcement Commission, created by former 
Gov. Shapiro in October and just reorganized 
by Gov. Ogilvie. 

As the governor said last weekend, the 
hope is that it will help "restore respect for the 
democratic process of resolving grievances, 
establish a statewide information-gathering 
servicq to reveal the extent of organized crime, 
and eliminate duplication of effort in crime 
control.” Its overall goal is to “formulate plans 
to roll back the awful tide of crime." 

Immediate task will be development of a 
formal state anti-crime plan for presentation 
to the Law Enforcement Assistance Administra¬ 
tion by ‘June l.-> The latter agency, established 
by the Crime and Safe Streets Act of 1 968, will 
provide national coordination of state efforts 
and allocate federal funds. Among other ac¬ 
tivities. it has arranged a 15-state conference 
of police officials and prosecutors June 16-20 
at Chicago. 

The crime problem is an “awful tide” 
because of its great volume, the rationalizations 
which have made it seem acceptable to some 
apologists and perpetrators, and the cruelty 
inherent in lawlessness. Freedom is meaningless 
to someone deprived of the chance to live out 
his life in a way that is satisfying to himself and 
that respects the rights of others. 

There would appear to be a real prospect 
for success if the commission can live up to 
Gov. Ogilvie's call for it to motivate Illinois to 
"strengthen the tools of law enforcement, 
understand the nature of the offender, perfect 
the state's programs of correction and rehabili¬ 
tation and modernize the 19th century crime 
control techniques which still exist in nearly 
every community.”

Ogilvie Budget: Some Changes Needed 

Governor Richard Ogilvie has told the people the harsh 
facts of the revenue picture, and has made his recommenda¬ 
tions—some of them good, some not so good. 

The most controversial aspect of his message Is his call 
for a four per cent income tax for Individuals and corpora¬ 
tions. Forty-one states have a corporate income tax and 
thirty-eight states have an individual Income tax. In only 
one other state is the tax the same on-Individuals as 
corporations. 

Perhaps as significant as anything, he calls for a state 
income tax with no reduction in other taxes. 

Let me suggest a modification in the Ogilvie proposals 
■which would give some relief to people paying heayily in 
the present tax picture: 

1. Apply a tax of 3 per cent on individuals and 5.5 per 
cent on corporations. This would follow the pattern of other 
states. 

2. As of January 1, 1970, remove the sales tax on food. 
I won’t go into the complexities of how this can be done, 
but it can he. I’ll be pleased to answer this question by mail 
In detail to anyone who writes me. 

3. Eliminate the corporation franchise tax, since corpora¬ 
tions are paying their fair share under this proposal. 

4. Apply a credit of 50 per cent on the income tax for the 
first $100 of real estate and personal property tax paid. On 
the next $200 paid, 25 per cent could be credited. Those who 
pay the real estate and personal property taxes but do not 
have the income—and many senior citizens and large fam¬ 
ilies would fall in this category—would receive a refund, up 
to 50% on the first $100 paid and 25% on the next $200. 
This would provide real relief to the person paying property 
and personal property taxes. 

What are the mathematics of this? 

In millions of dollars, this is the way it works out- 

1. 3% on individuals, 5.5% on corporations 

on income, with $1,000 exemptions. $1,468 

2. As of January 1,1970, eliminate the ’ 

sales tax on food. —83 

3. Eliminate corporate franchise tax as 

proposed . —43 

4. Credits and refunds on real estate and 

personal property taxes. —180 

TOTAL . $1,162 

Subtract from that the $135 million which the governor 
proposes to give to local governments and the total is 
$1,027,000,000. 

That is $81 million higher than the governor’s estimate 
of revenue need, and in my opinion it would be much fairer. 
The $81 million could be used to reduce other taxes or to 
give more assistance to schools.

Dal . Maxvill, Granite City's gift to the 
major leagues, whose wide defensive range 
and timely hitting have helped the Cardinals to 
wiri three National League pennants in the last 
five years, has written his name into the record 
books again.

Both Senate Candidates Capable; Ottwein 
Could Serve More Effectively in 1969-70 

The special election April 29 to choose 
a new state senator phirs two capable nominees, ■ 
Dr. Merrill Ottwein of the GOP, an Edwards- 
ville veterinarian, and Harry A. Briggs of the 
Democratic party, Nameoki township supervisor 
and a salesman. 

The 53 rd Senatorial District consists of 
most of Madison county, omitting Collinsville 
and part of the northeastern rural area of the ‘ 
county. It is normally Democratic, making 
Briggs the favorite. 

Aside from the fad that Republicans are 
in the minority in the district Dr. Ottwein'* 
party affiliation can be regarded as a consider¬ 
able asset. The Illinois Senate consists of 37- 
Republicans and 19 Democrats, not counting 
the seat vacated by Paul Simon, Democrat, 
after his election as lieutenant governor of the 
state. 

The GOP. which also controls the House 
of Representatives, would value a 2-1 margin 
in the Senate and there seems little doubt that 
its hierarchy would be more receptive in 
1 969-70 to the proposals of a freshman Repub¬ 
lican senator rather than a freshman Democrat, 
even a Democrat as skilled politically as Mr. 
Briggs. 

Thus, Dr. Ottwein would have an oppor¬ 
tunity to serve effectively from the start of the 
unexpired term.' which includes the last two 
months of the current six-month General 
Assembly session. 

His opponent might have to wait years to 
gain much influence in the Senate, although 
presumably he could expect some help from 
Senator Alan Dixon of St. Clair county, minor¬ 
ity whip. 

Dr. Ottwein has personal qualities which 
enabled him to sweep the primary with ease 
and which could also prove helpful in his con¬ 
tacts with other senators and with the public. 
He has the ability for the post if not the direct 
experience. 

For these reasons, we favor Dr. Ottwein 
in the Senate race despite the much more exten¬ 
sive governmental service of the Democratic

As Quad-Cityans watch and wait and hope 
that the Illinois legislature will be able to work 
out appropriate—and matching—levels of state 
income and spending, their interest and concern 
are increased by the fact that there are so many 
pending projects of importance to this region. 

Airport development, creation of a Horse¬ 
shoe Lake park, hillside and below-the-bluffs 
drainage, highway improvements and progress 
in expanding services of the local university are 
among the issues not yet resolved. All carry a 
big price tag. 

The state frequently in the past has author¬ 
ized more than it has financed, leaving k up to 
various governors to invoke "freezes" that 
usually never thawed. 

Comments in 1969 make it clear that the 
General Assembly again will see its programs 
cut back sharply, probably through vetoes, if it 
fails to deal realistically with revenue needs. 

Quad-Cityans are torn between the desire 
to see public improvements carried out and the 
wish to see governmental spending remain at a 
reasonable level. If we are lucky, maybe both 
can be achieved. But this possible conflict is 
going to make Assembly watching more than a 
bit nerve-wracking this spring.
